HE Queen Dowager of Poland and the 
Electrefs of Bavaria, continue at Padua : 
Butare fhortly expected here, the Palace 
of Mantua having been offer’d them 
Rent-free, on the Part of the Duke ofthat 
Name. Her Electoral Highnefs: of Bavaria has been 
complimented by the Baron del Negro, in the Name 
of the Grand Duke of Tufcany, with an Invitation 
to Florence. The Count of Leiningen has fent 2 De- 
tachments of Horfe and Foot with 4 Cannon, to- 
wards Monte-Chiari and Lonato; and the French 
making fome Motions likewife to obferve them ; there 
is like to be Action between them. , The Count de 
Medavi is gone from Palazzolo, with feveral other Of- 
ficers ; “tis reported he is gone to meet the Duke of 
Vendome, whoitfeems is to come into the Breflan, ro 
view the Pofts, and concert with the Grand Prior of 
France his Brother, Meafures neceflary for oppofing 
the Defigns of the limperialifts. The latter keep 
their Ba8gage in a Readinefs to be loaded, in all 
their Quarters, in order to march as foon as the Re- 

inforcements they expect are arriv'd.

From the Camp before Verué, March 23. The Be- 
fieged continue to defend themfelyes: The Garrifon 
is retir’d into the Donjon. The Breaches in the 3 
Walls are wics enough for 6 Battallions to mount. 
It appears ftill that we fhall nor make an Affault, be- 
caufe of the Mines ; but we hope to: oblige the 
Garrifon in a fhort Time toy:cld themfelves Prifoners 
of War, for Want of Provifions. General de las 
Torres, the laft time he was in the Trenches, having 
defir'd the Gevernour to ‘ond fome Officers to talk 
with him ; and the Govercour fending fome accord- 
ingly ; thofe Officers would not enter intoa long Dif- 
courfe withhim ; burt told him in few Words, that if 
there was any thing in the Place that he had a Fancy 
for, he might command it; that they could talk of 
no other fubject ; and that if he was inclin’d to treat 
of a Capitulation, he muft apply himfelf to the Duke 
of Savoy. Thefe Officers being return’d into the 
Place, the Governour gave Order for firing agen. 
This netled the Duke of Vendome, and he has fince 
order'd every Piece of Cannon to be fird 60 
Times a Day, and the Fire ‘of the Mortars to be re- 
doubled. We have 32 Cannon and 10 Mortars. 
We reckon, that after the taking of Verue we fhall 
march to Lombardy ; of at leaft that part of the 
Army will be fent thither, to hinder the Defigns of 
the Enemy, who expect a Reinforcement of 18000 
Men under Prince Eugene. Yefterday the Duke of 
Vendome, went with 800 Horfe to take a View of 
tre Ground along the fide of the Doria. Part of the 
Enemy’s Cavalry is encamp’d on the other fide of that 

River, and their Infantry at Chivas.

The Letters from Switzerland of the 28th of 
March, contain the Relation they had receiv’d there 


from Piemont, of what pafs'd at the taking of the 
Fort of Communication between Crefcéntino and 
Verue ; by which it appears among other things, that 
the Enemy advancing under the Favour of the Nighr, 


pretty near to the Palifadoes, and perceiving a party -

From the Camp before Nice, March 17. The Trenches 
were open’d the Night between the 15th and 16th, 
by the Marquis de Vergetot, with the 2 Battallions 
Soutches and 3 Companies of Grenadiers, and 
was carried on within 300 Fathom of the Place ; and 
notwithftanding the great Fire the Befieged made 
from the Town and the Caftle there were but 3 or 4 
Soldiers wounded.

We have 2 Mortars, 
with which we have thrown 150 Bombs into the 
Town, one of which fer on Fire a Magazine of. For- 
rage, and burnt it tothe Ground, The Duke de la
